VAN WICK'S BOOM GROWING

Victory in the Coining- Elections
Predicted.

Saratoga. N. Y Aug-- . 13. The prospect
for Democratic unity In the approaching
campaign in the State was enhanced by
the arrival here last nlsht of former

I Senator David B. Hill. He registered
at the Grand Union Hotel, where Mr.
Croker and he Tammany and Brooklyn
delegations are quartered.

Senator Hill was In excellent spirits.
He said that he had no preferences as to
the time and place of holding the conven-- .
tlon. It wa a question, he said, of
where the best accommodations could be
had. If they could be obtained in Sara-
toga, ho would be perfectly well satisfied
to come to Saratoga. He said that the
objection to Saratoga had been once aptly
phrased by an delegate, who
exclaimed: "No Saratoga for me. Why,
whisky costs 23 cents a glass there."

When questioned as to the outlook
Senator Hill smiled and said it was ex-

tremely encourag.ng. Then changing the
subject, he inquired suddenly what time
the races began tomorrow. ".Half past
one o'clock." he echoed, laughingly,
"well, I guess it will be a short session."

Mr. Croker was quoted as being san-

guine last night of controlling the votes
of trie, Oswego, Madison and Ononda-g- o

counties. It was also said that his
personal preference for the place of hold-
ing the convention was Syracuse.

Thomas W. Cantwell, of Albany, ap-

peared here lasUnlght with a delegation
of silver Democrats- - He will wait upon
the State committee tomorrow and de-
mand recognition for the silver Demo-
crats In speaking of the object of his
vllt. Mr. Cantwell said:

"ThJ organization which I have the
'honor to represent is not out on a mis-
sion to organize conferences or con-
claves to hls or defame the names of
Democratic leaders whose position In
ISM were unfortunately open to criticism
from a party standpoint, but who may
now. haing had an opportunity to re-
view the past and the effect of their
position on the questions involved In the
issues of the campaign of that jear. have
a willingness to condone their error and
renew their allegiance to their party."

Congressman WllllamJSulzer is nursing
a boom for governor. He is keeping
very quiet about It. but It is known that
he believes his name will be presented to
the convention, and that there will be
something resembling a stampede when
it Is mentioned. Mr. Sulzer, however,
will be contented with second place on
the ticket.

Mayor Van Wyck's boom has gained
in force since the arrival here of the te

committeemen. John M. Wiley, of
Erie County, said last evening:

"I am surprised at the popularity of
New York's mayor in the te dis-
tricts, rifty members of the Buffalo
Club declared for him the other night,
and I believe he will be the choice of the
convention."

and elements of survejing. 12: phys-

ics. S; chemistry, 4; general information,
4; languages (cne obligatory, the others
option, German. French, Spanish). 1.

Under the regulations of the Treasury
Department applicants roust be not less
than eighteen years of age nor more than
twenty-liv- e, of v.gorous constitution,
phvslcally sound an J well formed, not
less than 5 feet 3 Inches in height, of
good moral character, and unmarried.

Apppllcants for this examination are
required to file application blank form
301. the medical certificate in which must
be executed by a medical officer of the
marine hospital service.

While it is not a prerequisite to eligi-

bility, applicants for the grade of ca-

det, who have served at sea or who have
served as deck officers of g ves-

sels of the American merchant marine,
should file with their applications a

or certiiicates showing such serv-

ice, from the master of the merchant
.vessel with whom they have Served, or
from shipmasters' associations, as it is
proposed to give applicants credit for
such service when satisfactorily shown.

Three days of seven consecutive hours
each will be allowed for this examina-
tion. The first five subjects will be giv en
on the first day; the sixth, seventh and
eighth subjects, on the second day; and
the remaining subjects on the third day.
When more than one language Is taken,
twenty minutes additional will be allow-

ed for each additional language.
The salary of a cadet is J3C0 per annum

and one ration per day.
This examination is open to all citizens

who comply with the requirements, with-

out regard to race or to political or re-

ligious affiliations.

LOST HIS CLIENT'S MONEY.

Sjlinnun Cohli Monton In In a New
Yorli Jail.

New York. Aug. 13 Gen. Sylvanus
Cobb Boynton, a promoter and lawyer
well known In Washington, has been In
Ludlow Street Jail since last Monday,

under a judgment amounting to J10.S20.SS,

obtained against him by Miss Camllle
Serre. a relative by marriage. He was
arrested at the Park Avenue Hotel,
where he had been staying ever since
the death of his wife, two years ago.

Miss Serre, in the action she brought
against Gen. Boynton, alleged that she
had given him J7.300 in 1SS2 to invest for
her in bonds and mortgages, but that he
had used tho money in bond speculation
and had lost It. She sued to recover,
and after a trial lasting several hour,
was awarded J10.S20.S3. Sixty days were
given to Gen. Boynton to meet the
judgment, and then a body execution was
Issued against him.

Gen. Boynton, when seen at tho jail
last evening, said that the suit was
brought because troubles. He
said that his son, Henry D. Boynton, a
lawyer of this city, had married a niece
of the plaintiff in the action against
him.

"Two years ago," said' Gen. Boynton,
"my son obtained a divorce In Ohio,
where he had residence, on the ground of
incompatibility of temper. In 1SS2, before
my son was married, I was attorney for
Miss Serre, who was a woman of largo
means. I drew her will, and in other
matters attended to her business. As was
most natural, she finally asked me to
find investment for some of her money
where she would get more than 6 per
cent Interest.

"I did not care to invest her money,
but finally foreclosed a mortgage for her,
and with some other money she sent me
Invested In a bond and mortgage paying1
7 per cent. I then learned that the bonds
of the Baton Rouge and New Orleans
Railroad could be purchased for 62, and
was offered a lot of fifty $1,000 bonds.
Adding J23.000 of my own money to hers,
I purchased the bonds on the advice of
Judge Dillon.

"The bonds began to depreciate In val
ue owing to suits against the road, and
finally, when I sold them, the net price
I realized was $1,500. Sorry for Miss
Slerre, I paid her fi per cent interest on
her investment until 1S92, when, as my
financial affairs had become badly mixed,
I was forced to stop payment. She never
suggested suing to recover the amount
invested until after my son sued his wife
for div'orce, and then this action was
begun. I had given her a receipt for tho
money she sent me, and it was upon that
that she began the suit. I made the best
defense I could, but the case was decided
against me.

"I could have paid this judgment, as I
have many friends who have offered to
come to my relief, but I refused, as I
propose to remain In the jail until the
time limit of six months is up, when I.
snail bet rree or tne Judgment. I was
given the money by Miss Serre to Invest
entirely at my discretion and lost $23- .-
000 of my own at the same time hers was
wiped out While I nevr considered that
she had any legal claim against me for
the money, I considered myself morally
responsible for it and Intended to repay
it as soon as my affairs were on a better
footing. I lost $80,000 In a claim against
the Government, which r bought In, and
have had other financial losses, which
have made it Impossible to pay Miss
Serre. I think I showed my honest In-

tentions In paying her the Interest for
ten years. I am not at all dissatisfied
with my accommodations here and shall
stay until six months have.passecU. ,!;
have large, business' enterprises on hand
"now, but can attend to them just as well- -

here aa though I was out." -

A NOVELIST'S DIVORCE.

A Jo due Sa the Wife's Denial of
Guilt Was False.

New York. Aug. 13. By a decision,

handed down by thfr appellate division of

the supreme court yesterday in the case
of Franklin A. Stearns against his wife.
Elizabeth A. Stearns, for absolute di-

vorce, not only the question upon which

the appeal was based was settled, but
practically the divorce suit Itself.

Stearns, who Is a novelist, brought an
action in the supreme court for divorce,
and his wife made application for ali-

mony pending the trial. Judge Cohen
allowed her $13 a week.

Through Joseph E. Bullen, Stearns ap-

pealed to the appellate division. The
decision states that while the general
rule Is to allow alimony to the wife in
such an action. In this particular case,
despite her denial, it Is very evident
that the charges are true.

"The wife," it says.in applying for
temporary alimony, if a defendant, must
always show that she has a substantial
ffefense to the action. In the present
case the defendant's mere general de-

nial of guilt Is plainly false. Jt can only
have been Interposed to deceive the court
and secure, unmeritoriously, the benefits
of the ordinary rule."

Stearns was married In 1SS6. His wife,
who was a Miss Ellis, had been a mem-
ber of several opera comnanles, and was
also contralto in the choir of the Phil-
lips Presbyterian Church, at Seventy-thir- d

Street and Madison Avenue. In
September, 1SS5, they separated, and
Steatns allowed his wife J15 a week.
Later he began suit for divorce, but
when it was called for trial a detective
who had gathered evidence had disap-
peared, and the case was dismissed.

Another action was begun, based on
evidence furnished by Miss Hoffman,
who kept a boarding-hous- e on West Forty--

fifth Street, and who testified that
Mrs. Stearns lived there with nam-
ed Nahm, who-live- d under the "name of
SteanuC

CUBA IN THE FUTURE

Her Fighting Ends Wkea Spain
Evacuates tkelsiaid.

ESTRADA PALfii'S YIEWS

Many Leaders Oppose, to Annexa-
tion to America Food for the
Starring a Paramount Question.
Hon the Spaniards Can Obtain the
Rlfeht to Vote.

New York, 'Aug. 13. Tomas Estrada
Palma said yesterday that undoubtedly
tha Cubans "will cease fighting the mo-

ment they aro notified that Spain has
agreed to evacuate Cuba. When asked
what steps would be taken by the Cuban
government Mr. Palma replied:

"The first thing to be done by the Cu-

ban patriots in tho United States now
that the blockade Is raised will be to send
food and clothing to the Cubans In the
field. Money which would,otherwise have
been used tor arms and ammunition will
be devoted to the relief of theCuban sol-

diers and their families.
"Without raising the issue of who

should govern Cuba, we feel that v"
should have the hearty of
the American government atid the Ameri-

can people In relieving starvation. That
comes first. Afterward we will talk of
other things. The leading men In our
government, from Pres'-den-t Masso
down, havo Implicit confidence in the
declaration of the United States Govern-
ment that it went to war not for the ac-
quisition of Cuba, but to free the island
for the Cubans.

"ft may be only a question of time
when the people of Cuba will wish an-
nexation, but at the present time there
are many, especially among those who
went into the field against the Spaniards,
whose aim and ambition is Independence.
Any policy of the United States which
attempted to force annexation before the
people were ready for it might cause con-
siderable internal trouble."

Tn answer' to a question, Mr. Palma
said that after the Spanish army Is with-
drawn from Cuba there will remain
about 120.000 Spaniards and about 1,200.00;)

native Cubans.
"If there should be an election to de-

cide whether annexation or independ-
ence is wanted In Cuba." said Mr. Pal
ma. "the native Spaniards should not be
permitted to vote unices each ono of
them publicly renounced his allegiance to
Spain. It is true they are a part of the
Cuban population, but their Interests
have never been with the Cubans. Even
if the office-holdi- Spaniards profess
allegiance the Cubans would have little
faith In them. If the American Govern-
ment desires to rule Cuba temporarily
with as much tranquility as possible the
best way would be to dismiss from of-

fice every native Spaniard and put con-
servative Cubans in theJr places. This
would remove ail traces of Spanish rule
and Increase the confidence Cubans have
in the American Government."

Aug. IX To the
fact that she has for some time con-

Mrs. Grace
France, of Beaverkill, Sullivan County,
believes that she owes her life. In a
lonely spot near her home Thursday she
was shot at three times by a negro, but
put the man and a white companion to
flight with her own pistol.

The negro used an ingenious strategy
to lure the woman to a point where he
could attack her. At the same hour every
evenlng Mrs. France is accustomed to
go through the woods and pastures to
bring the cows home. She has perform,,
ed this duty herself because some time
ago her husband ran away with her sis-

ter, and most of the work on the farm
has fallen on her shoulders. On account
of being alone she has also formed the
habit of carrying a revolver.

The cows were allowed to wander at
will In their grazing during the day,
and Mrs. France often had to go some
distance from home to find them. One
of the animals wore a bell around its
neck, and the woman, by following the
sound, could find the herd without
trouble.

In her search yesterday she came to a
lonely spot near a stone wall, and heard
the tinkle of the cow bell a short dis-
tance away. She walked in the direction
from which it came.

Suddenly, as she was climbing over a
fence, a big negro rose from behind a
clump of bushes near the wall, with th"
cow bell In his hand. He dropped it on
the ground, and, pointing a revolver at
the woman, fired threeuquick shots.

Too startled to move. Mrs. France
clung to the fence and felt three bullets
tear through her clothing. The first
grazed her arm, the second her side and
the third passed through the lower part
of her skirt.

Then her courage returned. Taking
her revolver from her pocket she open-
ed fire on the negro. He turned and
fled, followed by a white man who had
been concealed nearby. Mrs. France then
hunted up her cows, replaced the bell
on the leader and drove them home. Men
searched the neighborhood, but did not
find her assailants.

SCENES IN THE JAEGER TRIAL.

Several Exciting; Epliiodes Durlme
Examlnntluns of AVItnenneM.

Lynchburg, Va., Aug. 13. The first wit-

ness today in the ecclesiastical trial of
Dr. A. Jaeger, on charges, of "immorality
and conduct unbecoming a clergvman."
was a lady who gave her name as Sister
Sarah. She stated that she had come
from Philadelphia to assist under Dr.
Jaeger in the work of the colored asylum.
Her testimony was a relation of one con
tinuous chain of 'unpleasant Incidents.
She told of how. when she left the Institu-
tion, the negro children were ranged in a
line with tin pans, which they were beat-
ing.

On the at one point,
Mr. Robert E. Scott, of Roanoke, who is
conducting the prosecution, asked the
court to make Dr. Jaeger stop his "moun-
tebank tricks," whereupon Rev. Dr. Lo-

gan informed Dr. Jaeger that he must be
dispassionate. To this the accused replied

that he was "sick unto death." and that
being a foreigner, his ways were different.
He resumed his questioning, but became
so vehement that a member of the coart
exclaimed: "Oh, this is all wrong, it is
unjust," while another said: "The ac-

cused must be required to treat the lady
and still anotheras a gentleman should,"

told him: "We've stood this sort of thing
as long as we can."

All this seemed to depress the doctor,
and, turning to the window with out-

stretched hands, he shouted in a dramat-
ic manner: "My God. my God. why hast
Thou forsaken me?" Then, turning to
the court, he complained of having been
tormented by Its rulings, and asked for
a continuance. This being relueu mm,
he hurled Invective speeches at coun-

sel for the prosecution, who said with
some warmth: "I am not ashamed of
my position here; I consider It a privi-

lege to expose the hypocrisy and unclean-ne- ss

of this man."
After some unimportant evidence by

Mrs. John J. Lloyd. Rev. W. C. Wilmer
was examined. He told of the conduct of
things at the asjlum. and Dr. Jae-
ger's conduct toward his sister. Miss Lu-
cy Wilmer. and others.

At one point in the prosecution, while
Dr. Jaeger was speaking petulantly, a
member of the court exclaimed: "I ob-

ject to improper imputations being made
about this court, and will not have it,"
while a member of the prosecuting com-

mittee suggested that a policeman be
sent for to keep order and put the ac-
cused out of the room if he did nor be-
have himself.

The afternoon session was consumed In
a searching of Mr.
Wilmer. "My God. my God. have m
on me!" cried Dr. Jaeger, as the court
declined to let him atk a question In re-

gard to Miss Wilmer's letters. While
Mr. Scott was petitioning the court to
check Dr. Jaeger, and not permit his
inuendoes on Miss Wilmer, the doctor
sprang from his seat, and. declaring that
he was already condemned, seized his
hat and started to leave. When Dr.,Jae
ger resumed his seat Mr.' Scott, continu-
ing, declared that Dr. Jaeger was acting
dishonestly. "You lie," cried Dr. Jae-
ger, and the court's interference was
necessary.

Dr. Logan, president of the court, told
Dr. Jaeger that If he did not treat the
court with more respect they would re-

tire and pass upon the case without him.
"You have addressed me," said Dr. Lo-- rf

gan, "as no man should address another."
"Have pity on my condition, I am a

poor sick man." replied Dr. Jaeger.
"It is an outrage," said Rev. Mr. Kuyk,

rising to his feet, "you have been treated
with a forbearance that you would have
received at the hands of no other court.
There must be a limit to endurance."

Such altercations between the court and
Dr. Jaeger occupied nearly all of the time.
His excitability knew no bounds.

The following statement by Mr. Wilmer
as to what had made him change h's opin-

ion of Dr. Jaeger brought the afternoon
session to a close: "First, my reasons for
changing my opinion of Dr. Jaeger are
those that have been presented to the
court In the trial. Secondly, when I re-

turned In the fall of 1S97, in reply to tele-
grams, I exercised every faculty to know
the truth, and what convinced me that
their charges were right and his wrong
was a slanderous charge that he made
against his wife, and I said that any man
making such a charge must be thorough-
ly insane or his mind must be a cesspool
of filth. Since then my dealings with' him
have convinced me that he is engaged in
a desperate and reckless struggle and Js.
willing to do anything to crush men, wo-- ,

men and children who may stand In lils"
